DOUGLAS AND OTHER A i r 
Force officials were called by the 
House Government 
Information 
Subcommittee t o explain w h y 
they declined to give the Comp­ 
troller General a complete copy 
of the report. The study was pre 
pared early this year by the Air 
Force Inspector General. 
Douglas and his aides w e r e 
called to testify as Subcommittee 
Chairman John E. Moss »D-Calif.> 
threatened to offer an amendment 
to the next Air Force appropria­ 
tions bill which would force re­ 
lease of the document. 


THE SECRETARY said In pre­ 
pared testimony that the A ir 
Force has given Comptroller Gen­ 
eral Joseph Campbell a 37-page 
summary of the report. He insis­ 
ted that it would not be in the 
"public interest" to turn over the 
complete document.

Douglas contended that it has 
been traditional for the military 
services to refuse to furnish In­ 
spector General’s reports to out­ 
side agencies. Only once before 
has the Comptroller General for­ 
mally requested such a report. 
Douglas said, and the matter was 
dropped when the Air Force de­ 
clined. 


LT. GEN. ELM ER J. Rogers 
Air Force Inspector General, de­ 
tailed the functions of this office 
for the subcommittee. He said 
the Inspector General must func­ 
tion as a "confidential agent of 
Douglas and his chief of staff and 
maintain an inspection service 


which is “stem , im partial a n d 
objective."

the report, said he would consider 
using “any weapon" to make the 
Air Force supply the report to the 
comptroller, who acts as the con­ 
gressional “ watchdog of the treas­ 
ury." 
MOSS. DECLARING that the 
Pentagon has used secrecy labels 
to cover up mistakes and deficien­ 
cies. hinted Congress would be 
called on to enact anti-seorecy 
legislation unless the abuses are 
curbed voluntarily. 
Meanwhile. Comptroller General 
Joseph Campbell disclosed he has 
ordered his staff to see that the 
"m ajor deficiencies and major 
problems" were “fully developed, 
their causes are determined, and 
areas in need of correction are 
identified. ** 


AIR FORCE O FFIC IA L, head 
ed by Secretary Jam es H. Doug 
las, were called before the Moss 
subcommittee today to explain 
their refusal to give Campbell 
anything more than a 37-page 
summary of the report, which 
runs a total of 61 pages. 
The Air Force has stated it was 
justified in withholding the full re­ 
port because giving it to Camp­ 
bell and his aides Wednesday 
showed the Air Force was "clear­ 
ly and definitely" violating the 
law spelling out the comptroller 
general’s powers to oversee exec­ 
utive agencies. 
The congressman said he hoped 
Douglas w-ould relent, but if not. 
he would consider offering an am ­ 
endment to the Air Force appro­ 
priation bill next year to force 
Douglas’ hand. Presum ably suer 
an amendment would provide that 
no funds could be spent until the 
full report was placed in Camp­ 
bell’s hands.

He and his wife, the former 
H a z e l Horner, had celebrated 
their fiftieth wedding anniversary 
on Sept. 22 with a family reunion 
in Milwaukee. Prior to the obser­ 
vance. they had taken a tour of 
Europe.

UNITED NATIONS. N Y. OUT— 
The United States said today it 
was willing to have foreign scien­ 
tists participate in its program to 
develop a peaceful outer space 
policy under the United Nations. 
U. S. Ambassador Henry Cabot 
Lodge introduced before the Gen­ 
eral Assembly’s Main Political 
Committee a resolution co-spon­ 
sored by 19 other countries calling 
for a study group to report next 
year on possible U. N. space steps. 


LODGE SAID THE U. N. should 
"take imm ediate steps to prepare 
a fruitful program " without wait­ 
ing for big - power agreement 
on a comprehensive disarm am ent 
agreement. 
The Soviet Union, which refused 
to join the United States in a 
joint East-W est spatial approach 
in the U. N., previously submit­ 
ted a resolution linking a ban on 
the use of outer space for military 
purposes with a demand for the 
elimination of all m ilitary bases 
on foreign territory. 
NOTING THAT "a new dimen­ 
sion has been added to m an's ex­ 
istence" by his penetration of 
space Lodge said "each of us has 
been struck by the sudden real­ 
ization that despite the things that 
divided us. we are all living on 
the sam e planet." 
"The challenge is great and the 
stakes are high.” he said. "We 
can destroy ourselves through ri­ 
valries or we can use our discov­ 
eries as a vehicle for internation­

GENEVA, mrn — Tlw U nitpj 
States, in a new move to break 
the present Geneva deadlock to­ 
day offered the Soviet I’nion a 
treaty for an East-W est ban on 
nuclear tests and a control sys­ 
tem to police it. 
A draft of the treaty was hand­ 
ed to the Soviets by U. S. Am . 
bassador James J. Wadsworth 
when the bogged-down East-West 
conference on ending nuclear tests 
met for its eighth form al session. 


THE CONFERENCE recessed 
until next Monday to give the 
Russians time to study it. 
The U. S. move to break the 
current deadlock in the nuclear 
ban talks came a few hours after 
a renewed frontal attack on the 
West by the Communist bloc in 
the other East-West Geneva con­ 
ference now underway—the par­ 
lay on prevention of surprise at­ 
tacks. 
The surprise attacks meeting al­ 
so is deadlocked over its agenda 
and showed no signs of progrese 
today. 


DETAH.S OK THE U S. treaty 
were not disclosed. 
The Soviet Union had submitted 
a nuclear han draft treaty erf it* 
own at the start of the present 
talks. But the West turned it 
down because the Russians de­ 
manded an advance pledge to pro­ 
hibit nuclear testing immediately 
for all time. The West has insisted 
throughout that a control system 
must be set up first. 


THE V. S. DRAFT presum ably 
was in line with this W estern con­ 
dition and provided for a ban on 
nuclear 
testing 
simultaneously 
with agreement on a control sys­ 
tem.Aside from receiving the new 
American nuclear treaty proposal, 
the conference had before It again 
the original Soviet draft as well 
as rival draft agendas on which 
East and West still have failed to 
agree. 
Both sides have slightly revised 
their original agenda proposals 
but still have not been able to 
get together on one list of sub­ 
jects and the order of their pri­ 
ority for discussion.

These 
and the center striping should be paint­ 
ed more frequently to make a freshly 
neat appearance. 


In m ost cases the sidew alk and p ark ­ 
ing areas could be considerably im­ 
proved. Additional trim m ing, landscap­ 
ing and planting of some new law ns 
and flowers would transform unsightly 
spots into places of new beauty. 
T he m ajority of shops an d buildings 
are well kept and present attractiv e 
street fronts, b u t there are some poor­ 
ly kept properties, which d etract from 
all others if only a few feet of neglect­ 
ed street entrance areas. 
Since Palm Canyon Drive Is In effect 
the com m unity’s "show window " and 
a m ajor attraction to the visiting pub­ 
lic, all should m ake a constant effort to 
keep it pleasingly tidy and attractiv e 
a t all tim es in every detail. 
The public can be of g reat 
help In 
using th e frequently spaced trash re­ 
ceptacles instsead of littering the side­ 
walk and street. 
The 
property owners should each 
frequently Inspect their stre et fronts 
and prem ises to see that every possible 
attention 
is given to m aintaining a 
most attractive appearance. 
H aving won th e distinction of Amer- ' 
ica's m ost beautiful main street, we 
shouid m ake every effort to m erit and 
preserve the title by keeping Palm Can­ 
yon Drive in as nearly a perfect state 
as possible every day of the y ear for 
the eyes of the thousands of people 
who come to enjoy its m arvelous n at­ 
ural and m an-m ade beauties. 
Just pride and care of the local pub­ 
lic and property owners, plus cooper­ 
ative service and attention by th e City, 
will

Shoutd we permit Russia to be­ 
come a privileged sanctuary or 
force her to bear the burden of 
self-defense? 
Hit: SECRETARY Dulles rare 
meets the press without reiterat­ 
ing his confidence that the gerroa 
of destruction within Russia are 
working for our side 
But Mr 
Eaton rejects this comfortable 
belief. He recalled that Ameri­ 
can statesmen, journalists a n d 
businessmen began as early as 
1917 to predict the bust-up of 
the USSR.

Error: Mr. Eaton ducked a 
question about the United Na­ 
tions study which documents the 
use of “ slave labor” in Russia. 
But he only half-dodged a ques­ 
tion on the Russian smothering 
of the Hungarian revolt. He said 
it was usual to quell civil revolts 
with military' power, and he add­ 
ed that the whole Hungarian is­ 
sue was "phony." 


WHAT 
HE NEGLECTED to 
explain was why the Russians 
had to fetch Mongolian troops 
before they ould get soldiers to 
mow down the Hungarians and 
quell what was plainly a valiant 
try for freedom. Even so. I doubt 
If we Americans should be very 
smug about this Hungarian mat­ 
ter. It needs to be said many 
times, and no amount of angry 
denial will change the facts, that 
American a g e n t s incited the y 
Hungarians to revolt — a shame­ 
ful procedure 
Men like Cyrus Eaton would 
be disastrous as policy makers, 
but there should always be a 
seat for them — somewhere be­ 
tween Left ind Right.

Peiping Is Reshuffling 
Half-Billion Chinese Peasants 
By RONALD P. KR1SS 
United Press International 
TOKYO - lUPf - What may be 
the greatest reshuffling of hum an 
beings in the history of the world 
is now in full swing inside Red 
China, according to well-documen­ 
ted sources here. 
With remarkable s p e e d , the 
Communist regime is herding a 
half • billion Chinese peasants 
into newly - formed * People's 
Communes." 
The movement began only last 
April, yet by the end of October 
it already had engulfed some 
500.000.000 peasants 


THIS MEANS THAT the Com­ 
munist government probably will 
have completed the whole sweep- 
vri movement, carry In? one-fifth 
of the world's population in its 
path, in a mere seven months. 
Eventually. 
C h i n a ’ s rural 
masses will be organized along 
military’ lines in giant communes 
averaging 20 000 members. Each 
commune will be a self-contained 
unit, responsible for agriculture. 
Industry, trade, education a n d 
m ilitary training within its boun­ 
daries. 


PEIPING DESCRIBES the com­ 
munes as “the prim ary unit of 
the future Communist society.” 
They are designed to w’ipe out 
“certain last vestiges of private 
ownership of the m eans of pro­ 
duction." 
In fadt. they are a long sten 
ahead of the Soviet Union’s col­ 
lective farms in size, in the all­ 
em bracing scope of their respon­ 
sibilities and in their goal of 
communizing all property in three 
to six years. 


HOW DOES THIS affect the in­ 
dividual peasant? For W a n g

He will become a specialized 
worker in a production brigade, 
drawing a regular salary. 
His last few pigs, a cabbage 
patch and some apple trees will 
be handed over to the commune. 
For the present at least. Wang 
will be perm itted to keep‘a few 
chickens, his pet cat and his blue 
cotton clothing. 


WANG WILL GET a maximum 
of two days off each month, 24 a 
year. His wife will get three rest 
days a month, and when she's 
having babies, she will rate a 
full month's leave from the fields. 
Actually, the changeover af­ 
fects Wangs wife m o r e deeply 
than it does him. 
In Honan Provine, pilot area 
for the communis, she is one of 
7.000,000 
w o m e n 
who 
were 
“freed" for manual labor w i t h 
the establishment of a network 
of communal nurseries and kin 
dergartens to tend her children, 
mess halls to feed her and her 
husband and tailoring teams to 
take care of the family’s mend 
ing. 


THF ADVENT OF the “^Peo­ 
ple s Communes" marks the third 
major upheaval in Wang's l i f e 
in the space of eight years. 
In 1950. when Mao Tse-Tung 
and his “ agrarian reformers ’ 
earn* to power. Wang got a small 
plot of farm land Five years la­ 
ter. a sullenly resentful Chinese 
peasantry was swept into cooper­ 
atives and Wang lost the land. 
Then, last April, China estab­ 
lished its first commune —t he 
“ sputnik" commune in H o n a n 
Province. W ang's cooperative and 
26 others were merged into this 
giant unit of 44.000 persons. 


W ANG STILL HAD some “ves­ 
tiges of the means of production" 
—his pigs, his garden patch and 
his trees. Now, there will go to 
the commune. 
Throughout China this massive 
consolidaron is underway. It will 
reduce 750,000 farm cooperatives 
to 25.000 communes. 
The big new units are m o r e 
manageable than the compara 
tively small cooperatives, a n d 
this is the m ajor reason for their 
creation.' 


WHEN THE STATE wants to 
build a dam or dig a canal or lay 
a stretch of railway, it can now 
draw as m any laborers from 
single commune as it did from 
two or three dozen cooperatives.

NEW YORK IÜPD -T a x experts 
warn earnestly those who would 
adjust their portfolios for tax pur­ 
poses to rem em ber well two per­ 
iods of timo—thirty days and six 
months. 
These arc not sentences for 
failure to do something. They are 
periods of tim e that rata top im­ 
portance in rebuying exactly the 
sam e stock? sold for tax pur­ 
poses. If you rebuy the same 
stocks within thirty day. you get 
no tax benefit from the sale made 
in the first place. 


THE SIX-MONTH period is the 
line of demarcation between a 
short-term and a long-term capi­ 
tal gain or loss. A long-term capi­ 
tal gain or loss is a gain or loss 
taken on stocks held for more 
than six months. A short-term one 
on stocks held for six m onths or 
less.Even though the experts do not 
expect too m uch tax selling this 
year, it doesn't mean there won’t 
be any. Many will want to take 
profits or losses for tax purposes. 
If they waut to buy back the 
sam e stocks they hod better begin 
to think about their trading to 
accomplish that before the end of 
the year. 


WHILE THE AVERAGES have 
shown consistent gains, m any is­ 
sues have not risen with them. 
Hence many stock buyers have 
losses they'll w ant to take for tax 
purposes this year. 
The Bears have piled up losses 
If they’ cover their positions their 
realized kwses will be big ones 
They can take them and offset 
profits on the bull side, if any. 
Often stock traders take bear and 
bull portions simultaneously so 
this could be a correct conclu­ 
sion. 


LOSSES, EITHER long or short­ 
term , can be used to offset pro­ 
fits. If the result is a long-term 
profit, the stock trader do one of 
two things: pay* a flat capital 
gains tax of 25 per cent or report 
half the profit, and pay taxes the 
regular way. 
The 25 per cent limit on the 
tax becomes meaningful to in­ 
dividuals with m ore than $16.000 
income—$32.000 if husband and 
wife filed a joint return. 


IF THE NET RESULT of off­ 
setting losses and gains comes out 


a loss, the loss can be deducted j 
within certain limits. In event the 
loss is m ore than 
$5000 
that 
Is the limit that can be taken and 
it must be spread over five year 
at a thousand a year if there are 
no capital gains to offset it in 
the interim. 
Suppose you want to take a 
gain or loss for tax purposes and 
still want to hold the sam e stocks 
you have now. The firm of Fran 
cis I. Du Pont A Co., has worked 
that one out. 
You can sell your stocks or 
twnds. wait 30 days and then buy 
back the sam e stocks. 


YOU CAN SELL the stocks or 
bonds and immediately buy com­ 
parable, not identical securities. 
After 30 days you m ay reverse 
the trade and repurchase the ori­ 


ginal securities. 
You can sell your stocks or 
bonds short, buy back the sam e 
issues, wait for m ore than 30 
days and deliver the old stocks 
or bonds to cover the short sale. 
That's not a wash sale in the 
eyes of the tax collector. 


YOU CAN BUY an additional 
amount of 
stocks 
or 
bonds, 
ckwbling your original commit­ 
ment. Carry this for 30 days and 
then sell the original stocks or 
bonds, establishing the tax loss, 
yet retaining a position equal to 
the original commitment. 
Sales for tax losses can be made 
in the regular way right up to 
Dec. 31. Sales to establish a capi­ 
tal gains must be m ade bv Dec. 
24 at the latest to allow for de­ 
livery of the stocks.
